In view* of the modern day high coat 
of living nnd of the m any w onderful 
advances m ade in the last ce n tu ry —the 
railrood. telegraph, th e ocean cable, the 
telephone, the autom obile and farm 
nnd 
labor sax lug m achinery of all 
kinds and the am azing changes these 
inventions have necessarily w rought in 
all directions In alm ost every w alk of 
life—if m ay be of Interest to recall liv­ 
ing conditions on a farm In th e y ear 
1810. 
Tile farm I h ave in m ind consisted of 
200 acres. T he stock w as fifteen cows, 
a yoke of oxen, tw en ty sheep, an old 
w hite horse, a dozen pigs, fifty hens, 
ten geese, a few ducks and a flock of 
turkeys. 
T h e farm produced practically every­ 
thing tho family consum ed, Infill cloth­ 
ing and food. 
T h e sheep furnished the 
wool, which w as carded at a “ fulling" 
mill an d m ade into rolls for spinning. 
A t home it w as spun into y arn and 
woven on a hand loom. 
F o r boils it 
w as left w hite; for clothing it w as 
dyed any color desired. 
A com petent 
housew ife could m ake dyes of logwood, 
indigo or cochineal. 
T ho w hite nnd 
black wool w ere mixed to produce a 
gray like tile C onfederate uniform . 
T here w ere no ready m ade clothes; 
all clothes w ere m ade in th e home. 
T h ere w as no w oven und erw ear. Stock 
Ings w ere knitted a t home as well as 
m ittens and tippets, 
t aps w ith ear 
laps w ere of rabbit skin. 
T h ere were 
no shoes. 
In the w in te r boots cam e up 
to th e knees. 
Several cow s w ere killed each year. 
T h ere w as a ta n n ery n e a r by, w here 
the skins were tanned. 
A shoem aker 
m ade our boots. 
T hey w ere usually 
too sm all aud gave much trouble and 
pain, 
T h e fla x. cut nnd In iii dow n until the 
fiber loosened from th** woody part. 
w as put through a heckle w orked by 
hand and then spun and woven. 
This 
stro n g linen clot Ii w as used for s u m ­ 
m er clothing, towels, etc. 
'Flic seed 
was saved to m ake flaxseed tea (a m ed­ 
icine! or poultice for bruises. 


F o r fo o d we had everything needed— 
fresh m eat, potatoes, Islets, cabbages, 
p a r s n ip , pum pkins for pies, appl**s. 
which lasted from fall to spring; eider. 
which gave us vinegar or produced a 
cider cham pagne. 
H alf ii dozen pigs killed iii the fall 
gave us plenty of ham and bacon, lard. 
aatiKAgon aud snit pork. 
The hum s and 
bacon w ere hung up in th e sm okehouse. 
a slim 11 building with no o|>ening e x ­ 
cept the door. 
A sm all fire produced 
m ore 
moke th an heat, but gave th** 
ham s and bacon a very delicious flavor. 
T h ere w ere plenty of chickens for 
roasting and pot plea and egg-, turkeys 
for T hanksgiving au d C hristm as, ooca 
atonally a roast goose w ith apple nhiicc. 
From the cows* milk w e m a d e both 
b u tte r aud chee-**. 
W hat b u tte r ami 
cheese tile fam ily did not consum e was 
sold in a nearby village. 
B utter u su al­ 
ly brought Ii!1 a cents a pound.

whs also m ade ut lioyie, as there w ere 
neither cream eries nor cheese facto ­ 
ries. ('ho**.- e w as sold s t 5 to 0 cents a 
l»ound. 
All eggs not used went to tile 
village store Htul brot!gilt IO cents to 12 
cent,-i a dozen.

When th* Sun Wa* Totally Obscured 
In Thi* Country In 1800. 
The m ost rem arkable eclipse of the 
sun w itnessed iii tin* United States in 
th** centuries since its discovery took 
place on Ju n o IO, 1800. 
T h ere w ere 
eclipses previous and since then, but 
that of 1800 Is regarded by astrono­ 
mers as tho most. m em orable of all, 
th a t of Aug. 7. 1809, being the next in 
g randeur an d interest. 
The eclipse of 1800 w as to be seen 
over all p arts of North America. 
F or­ 
tunately the day was a rem arkably 
flue one. scarcely a cloud being visible 
in any p art of the heavens. 
T h e su n ’s 
entire su rfa ce w as covered a t txventv- 
seven m inutes an d thirty seconds past 
l l o'clock. 
Jam es F enim ore Cooper, th e novel­ 
ist, though but a youth a t th e tim e of 
the eclipse, w as so enthusiastic an ob 
server of the spectacle th a t twenty-five 
years a fte r th e event he w rote a m i­ 
nute account of w hat he saw nnd lioxx 
h»> felt du rin g th e w onderful occur 
renee. 
Mr. Cooper sta te s th at as he am t 
other sp ectators in his com pany first 
discerned 
th ro u g h 
their glasses the 
oval form of th e moon darkening the 
su n ’s light on exclam ation of delight, 
almost triu m p h a n t, b urst involuntarily 
from the lips of all. T he people l>egao 
gathering into th e street. 
T h eir usual 
Jailors w ere abandon***), nnd all faces 
xvere turned upw ard. 
Tile noonday h eat began to lessen, 
and there w as som ething of tho cool­ 
ness of early morning. 
Mr. Cooper 
fu rth er sta te s th a t “all living cre a­ 
tures seem ed th ro w n Into a sta te of 
agitation. 
T h e birds w ere fluttering 
to and fro iii great excitem ent. 
They 
Seemed to m istru st th a t this w as not 
the gradual approach of evening and 
w ere undecided iii their m ovements. 
Even 
the lings becam e uneasy and 
d re XV nearer to thetr m asters. 
“ Every house now gave up its te n ­ 
ants. 
As the light failed m ore aud 
more w ith every parsing second the 
children 
cam e 
flocking 
Hbout 
their 
m others in terror. 
Tile sun appeared 
like a young m oon of th ree or four 
days old. 
One afte r flip o th e r the 
stars cam e Into view, which filled the 
spirit xvit Ii sin g u lar sensations." 
T he general phenom ena at all the 
places w h ere tile eclipse w as com ­ 
plete or nearly so w ere the vacillation 
of the winn. th e deep. stran g e shadow , 
the yellowish* pink of th e atm o sp h ere 
in the xvest. the flickering au d wavy 
appearance o f th e su n 's rays w lien the 
eclipse w as a t ifs height, tile chilly 
feeling, 
th e distu rb an ce 
am ong the 
birds and fow ls an d the sight of cer­ 
tain planets wit Ii the naked eye.
